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Reports  of  Officers 

PRESIDENT 

The  achievements  of  the  Winston-Salem  Junior  League 
during  1943-1944  are  recorded  in  the  reports  of  the  chair- 
men of  standing  committees.  To  these  chairmen^  I  cannot 
give  too  much  praise  for  their  diligence,  enthusiasm,  and 
resourcefulness.  In  a  year  that  has  been  continuously 
beset  by  war-time  strains,  when  plans  have  been  com- 
pleted only  to  be  subsequently  revised  or  entirely  altered, 
these  members  of  our  League  have  set  a  high  record  for 
leadership  and  a  sense  of  individual  responsibility. 

It  falls  to  the  lot  of  your  president  to  give  you  an 
over-all  picture  of  the  goals  for  which  we  have  strived, 
the  major  problems,  and  an  evaluation  of  the  League  in 
the  community,  together  with  such  other  matters  as  are 
not  covered  in  any  other  report. 

From  the  A.  J.  L.  A.  staff  we  have  had  two  visitors. 
Miss  Virginia  Lee  Comer  came  in  May  for  a  survey  of  the 
community's  cultural  needs  and  resources  and  to  conduct 
a  Children's  Theatre  Institute.  Mrs.  Helene  Lipscomb 
came  in  September  to  help  with  the  general  League  plan- 
ning and  more  specifically  the  programs  of  League  and 
Community  education. 

Mrs.  John  Whitaker  and  I  represented  you  at  the  A.  J. 
L.  A.  Conference  in  May  1943  in  New  York.  Besides 
attending  all  conference  sessions,  we  had  special  appoint- 
ments with  Mrs.  Lipscomb,  Miss  Comer  and  Mrs.  Robert 
Dingman. 

Attendance  at  League  meetings  this  year  has  been  a 
prime  problem  to  your  Board.  The  number  of  members 
who  attended  monthly  meetings  has  fluctuated  between  a 
high  of  79  in  November  to  a  low  of  34  in  February. 
Three  monthly  meetings  were  held  in  the  evening,  the 
rest  in  the  morning.  Refreshments  were  served  at  four 
meetings.  Whether  or  not  these  social  interludes  were 
any  inducement  to  attend  is  an  open  question. 

I  think  no  one  but  the  president  can  fully  realize  the 
influence  and  prestige  the  Junior  League  holds  in  this 
city,  for  to  her  are  directed  the  flood  of  calls  for  par- 
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ticipation  in  all  group  drives  and  enterprises.  Perhaps 
the  most  vital  cooperation  with  community  efforts  has 
been  through  our  representatives  on  the  four  divisions  of 
the  Community  Council.  Three  League  memb)ers  have 
officially  represented  the  League  on  each  division.  Let  me 
make  it  plain  at  this  point  that  I  do  not  attempt  here  to 
enumerate  the  variety  of  community  service  and  war-time 
demands  which  League  members  are  answering  as  indi- 
vidual citizens  or  as  part  of  their  League  volunteer  ser- 
vice. The  instances  specified  are  in  response  to  requests 
for  official  representation  from  the  Junior  League. 

League  members  have  represented  you  on  the  following 
planning  groups :  Piedmont  Festival  of  Music  and  Art, 
the  Cancer  Control  Drive,  the  War  Fund  Drive  of  the 
American  Red  Cross,  and  at  a  meeting  called  by  the  pres- 
ident of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  formulate  plans  for 
a  Post- War  Planning  Civic  Committee.  At  least  one  League 
member  has  served  on  the  following  boards  or  committees: 
The  Women's  Division  of  the  United  Campaigns  Com- 
mittee, the  Children's  Theatre  Board,  the  Community 
Chest  Budget  Committee,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Community  Council  Radio  Committee,  the  civilian  com- 
mittees for  recruitment  of  WACS  and  WAVES,  and  on  the 
committee  appointed  by  Roy  Brookbank,  Chairman  of  the 
United  War  Chest,  to  recommend  a  successor  to  Tom  Car- 
roll, executive  secretary  of  the  United  War  Chest,  when 
he  resigned  in  January. 

If  we  recognize  here  with  pride  that  through  the  years 
the  Junior  League  has  built  for  itself  a  reputation  for 
earnest,  thoughtful,  and  intelligent  interest,  the  sober  re- 
flection comes,  too,  that  such  a  reputation  demands  a  dou- 
ble responsibility  to  maintain. 

As  for  our  League  program  proper^  one  of  the  first 
decisions  your  Executive  Board  made  was  to  increase  the 
emphasis  on  the  educational  program  of  the  League,  both 
at  monthly  meetings  and  in  the  provisional  course. 

Then  we  faced  the  problem  whether  or  not  the  work  of 
the  Arts  Committee  should  be  continued.  In  the  report  of 
the  Arts  Chairman  for  1 943-44  the  words,  "The  League's 
interest  was  negligible'*  gave  reason  enough  for  pause. 
After  an  evaluation  of  the  need  in  Winston-Salem,  the 
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relative  apathy  within  the  League  and  out^  and  the  debat- 
able promise  of  success  of  any  arts  program  at  this  time^ 
we  agreed  that  the  appointment  of  an  Arts  Committee 
could  be  justified  only  by  broadening  the  program  and 
intensifying  the  efforts  especially  in  work  with  children. 
This,  we  knew,  could  only  be  effected  by  an  enlarged  and 
very  capable  committee  under  a  strong  chairman.  The  re- 
sults as  incorporated  in  the  Arts  Committee's  report  have 
happily  justified  our  decision. 

Likewise,  whether  to  pursue  the  local  interest  in  radio 
generated  by  Miss  Gloria  Chandler's  Institute  in  Novem- 
ber 1942  by  the  appointment  of  a  League  Radio  Com- 
mittee was  another  moot  question.  Your  Executive  Com- 
mittee reasoned  that  here  the  League  had  in  a  measure 
"set  its  hand  to  the  plow*'  and  we  could  not  deny  the  civic 
interest  we  had  fostered.  We  were  most  fortunate  in  having 
Elizabeth  Trotman,  a  League  member,  back  home  from  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  where  she  had  taken  courses 
in  script-writing  and  radio  production.  The  record  of  this 
year's  Radio  Committee  is  told  in  her  report,  a  story  of 
which  we  may  all  be  proud.  But,  may  I  add  with  all  the 
force  I  can  summon_,  our  responsibility  does  not  end  with 
the  termination  of  Miss  Charlotte  Demorest's  contract 
with  the  Community  Council.  We  have  allocated  from  Jun- 
ior League  funds  $4,500.00  to  this  program.  To  insure 
this  investment  with  our  active  and  strenuous  interest  and 
efforts  is  our  continuing  obligation. 

Another  continuing  responsibility  also  faces  our  League: 
from  1937  through  1912  we  were  committed  to  a  project, 
the  Child  Guidance  Clinic.  We  were  the  pioneers,  beyond 
question,  in  this  city  and  state^  in  this  field.  When  the 
Clinic  closed,  the  demonstration  of  the  need  had  been 
conclusively  proved.  The  service  is  now  non-existent,  but 
the  necessity  for  helping  the  emotionally  maladjusted 
child  remains  a  live  issue,  discussed  more  at  present  by 
educators,  doctors,  and  social  case  workers  than  by  Junior 
League  members.  From  the  report  of  Mrs.  Rosemary 
Kent,  Health  Consultant  to  the  City  Schools,  I  want  to 
quote  : 

"...  tabulations  on  all  the  schools  except  Reynolds 
showed  that  teachers  are  dealing  with  210  children  whom 
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they  believe  to  be  mentally  retarded  and  an  additional  30 
whom  they  suspect  are  actually  feeble-minded.  Of  course, 
these  reports  are,  for  the  most  part,  subjective  evidence, 
but  teacher  experience  is  not  to  be  discredited  .  .  .  From 
the  same  schools  were  reported  833  behavior  problems, 
or  indications  of  emotional  ill  health  .  .  .  The  implication 
of  the  survey  is  two-fold:  that  the  problems  are  more  ex- 
tensive than  was  anticipated  and  that  assistance  in  coping 
with  them  would  be  valuable/' 

Evidence  is  everywhere  that  others  are  now  carrying 
the  torch  that  we  first  alone  bore.  To  my  mind  that  is 
all  the  more  reason  why  we  should  join  all  crusading 
groups  to  see  that  psychiatric  service,  or  at  least  psycho- 
logical assistance,  be  provided — and  soon.  This  is  in  no  wise 
to  suggest  that  the  League  ever  reopen  the  Clinic;  neither 
is  it  to  affirm  nor  deny  the  possible  wisdom  at  some  time 
in  the  near  or  distant  future  of  contributing  financially 
toward  an  adequate  service.  But  our  active  interest  in  this 
community  gap  should  be  expressed  repeatedly  and  often. 

New  needs  forever  arise  in  the  thoughtful  study  of  our 
community,  and  young  leadership  providentially  arises  to 
serve  as  protagonists  in  new  fields.  The  League  purposes, 
though  expanding,  should  remain  constant,  steady,  per- 
severing lest  we  seem  like  the  knight  of  old  who  mounted 
his  horse  and  rode  off  in  all  directions.

quota^  and  mimeographed  ballot  on  the  closing  of  the 
Beauty  Parlor  was  sent  to  each  League  member. 

The  correspondence  concerned  the  granting  of  four 
non-resident  memberships,  transfers  of  Mrs.  James  Mann 
to  Philadelphia  and  cancellation  of  transfer  when  she  re- 
turned to  Winston-Salem,  transfers  of  Mrs.  William  Ber- 
ger  to  Baltimore,  granting  of  inter-league  memberships  to 
Mrs.  John  Graham  for  the  Washington  League,  and  to 
Mrs.  Robert  Gorrell  for  the  Montreal  League.  Mrs.  Jess 
Reid  was  granted  non-resident  membership  when  she  trans- 
ferred from  the  Atlanta  League  back  to  Winston-Salem, 
and  Elizabeth  Trotman,  Elizabeth  Magie,  and  Mrs.  John 
Reece  were  accepted  as  active  members  from  non-resi- 
dent membership.  Miss  Harriet  Taylor  resigned  as  a 
provisional  member  of  the  Winston-Salem  League,  and 
Mrs.  George  Mauze  as  an  active  member. 

In  December,  Mrs.  Edward  M.  Holder  was  elected  as 
corresponding  secretary  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mrs. 
Mary  Louise  Lowe  when  Mrs.  Lowe  resigned  because  of 
full  time  employment. 

The  1943-44  yearbook  was  compiled,  edited  and  dis- 
tributed.

JUNIOR  LEAGUE  BEAUTY  PARLOR,  Incorporated 

For  the  year  ending  April  1,  1944,  the  net  profit  of 
the  Junior  League  Beauty  Parlor  was  $2,963.44.  The 
year's  pledge  of  $1,400  was  paid  to  the  Junior  League.  In 
addition,  a  $1,000  War  Bond  was  bought  in  the  name  of 
the  Junior  League  Beauty  Parlor  to  be  used  for  new 
equipment  when  it  is  released  by  the  government.  Ex- 
penses for  further  training  in  New  York  were  paid  for 
One  operator.  To  meet  the  rising  cost  of  supplies,  it  was 
necessarv  to  raise  the  service  charges. 

When  every  means  of  securing  operators  and  a  per- 
manent manager  was  unsuccessful,  these  facts  were  pre- 
sented at  the  June  meeting.  A  letter  was  sent  to  each 
member  on  July  4th  with  mailing  ballots  and  arguments 
for  and  against  maintaining  the  Beauty  Parlor.  The  de- 
cision was  40  to  37  in  favor  of  keeping  the  shop.  During 
this  period  of  indecision,  our  operators  secured  three  new 
operators  for  us  and  were  most  helpful  in  many  ways  at 
this  trying  time. 

The  shop  was  redecorated  throughout  in  the  color 
scheme  of  gray  and  yellow. 

We  have  four  excellent  operators;  and  in  March  we 
were  quite  fortunate  in  securing  Mrs.  Lelia  W.  Weavil  as 
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our  manager.  In  a  letter  from  Helen  Curtis^  we  were 
honored  by  her  statement  that  our  shop  is  considered  one 
of  the  best  in  the  South. 

Til  rough  your  cooperation  we  shall  continue  to  maintain 
our  higli  standard  of  service.

CHILDREN'S  THEATRE 

Last  April,  because  of  many  obstacles  caused  by  the 
War,  the  Junior  League,  for  the  first  time  in  fifteen  years, 
was  unable  to  produce  the  annual  play.

*'take  over''  for  us  in  fulfilling  our  obligation  to  the 
Children's  Theatre  Board.  They  gave  the  production 
"Rackety  Rackety  House."  Under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Charles  H.  Babcock,  members  of  the  Play  Group  made  the 
scenery  and  furnished  the  properties  for  this  production. 

The  first  week  in  June,  Miss  Virginia  Lee  Comer,  head 
of  Cultural  Programs  of  the  Community  Service  Depart- 
ment of  the  A.  J.  L.  A.,  held  an  Institute  for  the  Arts  Com- 
mittee and  the  Children's  Theatre.  After  Miss  Comer's 
visit,  we  were  again  fired  with  enthusiasm  for  the  Chil- 
dren's Theatre  and  felt  that  *'the  play  must  go  on"  in  spite 
of  Adolph  Hitler  and  Hirohito! 

So  down  to  work  we  got,  making  plans  for  the  year's 
work.  The  first  step  was  to  appoint  a  new  Committee, 
composed  of  six  girls,  to  discuss  and  plan  the  year's  work 
in  an  advisory  capacity.  The  members  of  this  committee 
were  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Babcock,  Mrs.  R.  A.  Spaugh,  Jr., 
Mrs.  George  Lee  Irvin,  Miss  Diana  Dyer,  Miss  Elizabeth 
Trotman  and  Mrs.  DeKalb  Wylie. 

The  second  step  was  to  do  away  with  the  old  title  "Play 
Group"  and  to  be  recognized  as  the  Children's  Theatre. 
No  longer  do  we,  or  can  we,  funtion  as  a  small  group. 

Our  aim  is  for  each  member  in  the  League  to  have  an 
interest  in,  and  the  responsibility  of,  making  the  Child- 
ren's Theatre  as  successful  in  the  community  as  our  other 
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various  League  affiliations. 

The  Advisory  Committee  had  five  meetings  during  the 
year.  At  the  first  meeting  in  September^  two  plays^  *'Ti- 
tian''  and  *Xittle  Black  Sambo,'*  were  read  and  chosen 
to  be  submitted  to  the  reading  Committee  of  the  Children's 
Theatre  Board.  The  October  meeting  was  a  joint  meeting 
with  the  Arts  Committee  and  Mrs.  Helene  Lipscomb,  from 
A.  J.  L.  A.,  to  discuss  the  complete  program  for  the  year 
and  to  determine  how  the  two  Committees  could  work  in 
close  relationship. 

On  November  4th  a  meeting  was  held  to  plan  for  the 
best  presentation  to  interest  the  Children's  Theatre  and 
its  part  in  the  community  picture  to  the  provisionals.  At 
the  provisional  meeting  on  November  10th,  Mrs.  George 
Lee  Irvin  gave  the  history  of  the  Children's  Theatre  in 
the  League.  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Babcock  discussed  the  tech- 
nical side  of  a  production  and  Mrs.  W.  DeKalb  Wylie 
gave  the  history  of  the  Winston-Salem  Children's  Thea- 
tre Board. 

In  December  the  first  try-out  was  held  for  the  play 
**Titian"  which  had  been  selected  in  the  early  fall  by  the 
Children's  Theatre  Board  as  our  spring  play. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee  was  held 
in  January  to  complete  the  plans  for  the  production  of 
**Titian".  The  last  week  in  April  was  set  for  the  three 
performances. 

Work  was  begun  on  the  scenery  in  February,  with  Mrs. 
Charles  H.  Babcock,  chairman  of  scenery,  Mrs.  James 
DeHart  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Ruffin  doing  the  construction. 
Twenty-six  girls  helped  with  the  painting  and  other  details. 

Costumes  were  bought  from  the  Miami  Junior  League 
for  $25.00.  There  had  to  be  some  changes  and  a  few 
additions  made. 

The  cast  started  rehearsals  the  last  of  February. 

Up  until  the  first  of  April  there  were  forty-five  active 
and  three  sustaining  members  who  assisted  with  the  play. 
The  play  was  presented  in  three  performances  the  end 
on  April.

CULTURAL  ARTS 

The  Cultural  Arts  program  for  the  year  1943-44  was 
based  on  the  following:  (1)  A  study  of  the  survey  of  cul- 
tural facilities  and  needs  in  Winston-Salem  made  by  Miss 
Virginia  Lee  Comer,  consultant  on  arts  for  A.  J.  L.  A. 
Community  Service  Staff,  on  a  field  trip  to  the  city  near 
the  beginning  of  the  League  year;  (2)  Need  in  the  com- 
munity; and  (3)  Girl  power  available  in  the  League. 

The  program  included:  (1)  Cooperation  with  the  Pied- 
mont Festival  of  Music  and  Art  which  brought  profession- 
al leadership  for  local  talent.  League  members  served  on 
the  Festival  executive  committees,  aided  in  ticket  selling, 
voted  $300  out  of  surplus  funds  for  the  support  of  the 
Festival,  and  had  an  article  on  the  Festival  published  in 
the  Junior  League  Magazine.  (2)  Furnishing  volunteers  to 
the  city  recreation  department  to  help  them  establish  their 
after-school  centers  for  children^  and  to  assist  them  in  de- 
veloping their  leisure  time  creative  programs  for  children. 
Sixteen  League  members  registered  for  the  Arts  and  Crafts 
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training  course  held  in  October,  and  five  members  served 
as  instructors  in  the  arts  and  crafts  activities  at  the  recre- 
ation centers.  (3)  Building  up  a  story-telling  program  for 
children  of  the  community.  Fourteen  League  members  reg- 
istered for  the  story  telling  course  conducted  by  Miss  Mary 
Gould  Davis  of  the  New  York  Public  Library,  and  five 
members  held  regular  story  hours  at  recreation  centers. 
(4)  A  committee  was  appointed  to  work  with  a  school  com- 
mittee in  helping  develop  an  audio-visual  aid  program  in 
the  public  schools.  League  volunteers  operated  moving  pic- 
ture machines  in  schools  in  connection  with  class-room 
work.  (5)  Posters  were  made  by  eleven  League  members 
depicting  plays  produced  through  the  Children's  Theatre. 
These  posters  were  placed  in  city  schools  before  the  per- 
formances. (6)  Three  girls  operated  a  book  cart  for  pa- 
tients at  Baptist  Hospital. 

The  financial  report  of  the  Arts  Committee  is  as  fol- 
lows: Of  the  $100  allotted  the  committee  in  the  budget:

The  League  made  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  com- 
munity during  the  past  year  in  filling  a  few  of  the  needs 
in  the  cultural  field.  A  beginning  has  been  made  toward 
the  cultural  development  of  the  children  of  Winston-Salem. 
By  the  awareness  and  interest  on  the  part  of  many  of  our 
citizens  concerning  these  needs  and  with  the  continued 
co-operation  and  interest  on  the  part  of  many  of  our 
League  members,  we  hope  that  the  program  can  be  ex- 
panded next  year,  and  that  we  may  look  ahead  to  many 
thrilling  developments  in  the  cultural  field  in  the  future.

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EDUCATION 

Throughout  the  past  year  the  Education  Committee  has 
tried  to  contribute  to  the  **continued  education"  of  League 
members  by  presenting  a  broad  and  varied  program. 

The  November  meeting  was  devoted  to  a  review  of 
last  year's  donations.  A  skit  describing  the  work  of  the 
Child  Service  Division  of  the  Family  and  Child  Service 
Agency  was  presented^  after  which  the  president  and  the 
librarian  of  the  Winston-Salem  Teachers  College  told  of 
the  books  they  had  purchased  with  the  League's  donation. 

At  the  January  meetings  a  panel  discussion  on  the  prob- 
lem of  Juvenile  Delinquency  was  held  under  the  leadership 
of  Tom  Carroll,  executive  secretary  of  the  Community 
Council.  Others  participating  were:  Miss  Annie  Laurie 
Lcwranee^  principal  of  Fairview  School;  Miss  Carrie  Lee 
Weaver,  Girl  Reserve  Secretary  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. ;  Mrs. 
Melville  Prongay,  executive  director  of  the  C.  D.  V.  O. ; 
Miss  Mabel  Pitzer  and  James  Unthank,  probation  officers 
Y/ith  the  local  juvenile  court;  and  Lloyd  Hathaway,  head 
of  the  City  Recreation  Department, 

Because  of  its  importance  during  wartime,  the  subject 
of  Inflation  was  discussed  at  the  February  meeting  in  a 
panel  headed  by  Miss  Mary  Garber.  Other  League  mem- 
bers taking  part  were:  Mrs.  Stratton  Coyner,  Miss  Eleanor 
Sue  Cox,  Mrs.  Justus  Randolph,  Mrs.  Edward  M.  Holder. 

Instead  of  conducting  a  current  events  club,  the  com- 
mittee decided  to  cooperate  with  Salem  College  in  its  lec- 
ture series  and  was  instrumental  in  securing  Vera  Dean, 
research  director  of  the  Foreign  Policy  Association,  as  one 
of  the  speakers.  With  the  help  of  the  Placement  Chair- 
man, more  than  100  season  tickets  were  sold  to  League 
members. 

In  order  to  make  the  service  rendered  by  volunteers 
in  story-telling  more  efficient,  the  committee  sponsored  a 
course  taught  by  Miss  Mary  Gould  Davis,  supervisor  of 
story-telling  in  the  New  York  Public  Library.  Nearly 
200  persons,  both  white  and  Negro,  took  part.  The  group 
represented  volunteer  story-tellers  of  the  City  Recreation 
department,  Sunday  Schools,  day  nurseries,  public  schools, 
and  students   of  Salem  College  and  the  Winston-Salem 
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Teachers  College. 

The  Provisional  course  was  broadened  in  scope  this 
year  under  the  chairmanship  of  Miss  Mary  Garber  in  or- 
der to  give  prospective  members  a  more  comprehensive  pic- 
ture of  League  activities  and  the  community  at  large. 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  course:  Meeting  with 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Junior  League  followed  by 
a  tea;  panel  discussion  on  League  finances  with  the  treas- 
urer, Mrs.  Willoughby  Brown^  Thrift  Shop  chairman^ 
Mrs.  Ben  Trotter,  Beauty  Parlor  Chairman^  Mrs.  Fielding 
Combs;  panel  discussion  on  Educ?ition^  Mrs.  Conrad  Lem- 
]y^  news-sheet  chairman^  Mrs.  George  Walker^  magazine 
chairman,  Mrs.  John  Whitaker^  education  chairman;  panel 
discussion  on  Arts  and  Children's  Theatre^  Mrs.  Justus 
Randolph,  Mrs.  Thomas  Moore,  Mrs.  W.  DeKalb  Wylie, 
Mrs.  Charles  H.  Babcock,  Mrs.  George  Lee  Irvin:  League

The  second  part  of  the  course  dealing  with  the  com- 
munity was  led  by  Tom  Carroll,  executive  secretary  of  the 
United  War  Chest  and  Community  Council,  and  Miss  Car- 
oline W agner,  secretary  of  the  Community  Council.  This 
y^as  in  a  series  of  six  meetings  as  follows:  (1)  Community 
picture,  lecture  by  Tom  Carroll;  (2)  Panel  discussion  of 
Family  Welfare — A.  W.  Cline,  County  Welfare  Depart- 
ment; Mrs.  Noble  McEwen,  Family  and  Child  Service 
Agency;  Miss  Elizabeth  Sartin,  Home  Service  Department, 
American  Red  Cross;  (3)  Leisure  Time  Agencies — T.  F. 
Poag,  director  of  Negro  Recreation  Center,  Mrs.  Mary 
Bacote,  general  secretary.  Chestnut  Street  Branch  Y.  W. 
C.  A.;  L.  B.  Hathaway,  director  City  Recreation  Depart- 
ment; Cultural  Activities — Mrs.  Edward  M.  Holder,  Pied-

Others  picked  their  topics  from  a  list  suggested  by  the 
committee. 

As  a  contribution  to  community  education,  the  com- 
mittee sponsored  the  attendance  of  one  girl  to  the  annual 
session  of  ''Girl's  State"  which  was  held  in  June  in  Greens- 
boro and  which  promotes  growth  in  citizenship  among 
high  school  students.

The  News-sheet  for  1943-44  was  published  in  news- 
paper format  adopted  the  preceding  year.  There  were  nine 
issues,  including  a  mid-snmmer  edition.  All  issues  have 
been  bound  for  filing  purposes. 

The  May  1943  issue  carried  a  cartoon  by  Mrs.  Ed- 
ward M,  Holder  depicting  the  League's  change-over  from 
money-raising  interests  to  emphasis  on  education.  In  the 
same  issue,  Mrs.  Irving  Carlyle's  ^'Presidential  Message" 
sounded  the  keynote  of  League  activities  for  the  coming 
year^  the  integration  of  Junior  League  volunteer  service 
with  that  of  all  other  organizations  working  with  commun- 
ity and  wartime  agencies.  The  general  policy  of  the  edi- 
torial staff  has  been  to  report  in  the  News-sheet  just  how 
closely  the  League  has  followed  through  on  its  year's  plans. 

In  reporting  on  the  developments  in  League  and  com- 
munity education^  there  have  been  articles  covering  infla- 
tion^ the  leisure-time  and  recreational  survey  of  the  com- 
munity made  by  Miss  Virginia  Lee  Comer  of  the  A.  J. 
L.  A.  staff,  various  institutes  such  as  the  Arts  and  Crafts, 
Story-Telling,  and  Plays,  and  activities  of  the  Community 
Council  divisions  on  which  the  League  was  represented. 

The  progress  of  the  Itwo  organizations  to  which  we 
contributed  financially  in  1943,  the  Child  Service  division 
of  the  Family  and  Child  Service  Agency  and  the  Radio 
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Council^  has  been  closely  followed. 

Each  issue  of  the  News-sheet  has  carried  committee 
reports^  current  news  on  legislative  questions,  the  League 
shops,  and  outstanding  volunteer  jobs.

and  attendance.

From  the  above  statistical  report^  you  can  see  that  a 
majority  of  our  members  have  been  busy.  However,  the 
report  presents  a  picture  that  is  a  little  too  bright.  For  a 
group  of  girls  are  doing  not  two,  but  sometimes  three  or 
four  full  placement  jobs — thus  appearing  on  the  report's 
figures  several  times.  Four  of  our  members  have  never 
submitted  themselves  for  a  placement  interview.  A  few 
members,  having  small  children  and  no  domestic  help,  have 
not  been  able  to  take  a  full-time  assignment.  They  have 
done  the  "homework''  for  the  League — such  as  telephon- 
ing, typing,  etc.  There  are  a  few  who  would  do  only 
emergency  jobs. 

Further  analysis  shows  the  outstanding  weakness  in 
our  placement  program  to  be  our  participation  in  the  wel- 
fare field.  Our  six  volunteer's  work  at  the  Family  Service 
Agency  has  been  praised  unstintingly  by  the  Director  of 
the  Agency.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  more  of  our  members 
will  be  wanted  and  can  be  placed  in  other  welfare  agencies 
in  the  city  in  the  coming  year. 

We  are  experiencing  a  time  when  no  person  in  our  na- 
tion can  call  her  time  her  own.  Rightly  so,  our  War  Agen- 
cies must  have  our  support  and  leadership.  But  to  main- 
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tain  our  volunteer  standards  in  our  community^  we  cannot 
forget  them  nor  lay  them  by  for  the  duration.  There  is  a 
crying  need  from  every  type  of  Group  Work  Agency,  the 
schools,  the  Juvenile  Probation  case  workers  and  Welfare 
Agency  workers  for  leadership  of  the  'teen-age  group. 
Groap  work  agencies  and  the  Recreation  Department  are 
under-staffed  and  are  not  able  to  do  the  work  without  vol- 
unteer workers.  We  can  make  a  magnificent  contribution 
to  Winston-Salem  by  furnishing  more  leaders  for  the  Girl 
Scouts,  Cub  Scouts,  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  groups,  and  the  Rec- 
reation Department.  This  year,  19  League  girls  acting  as 
Craft  Instructors,  Story-Tellers,  Scout  Leaders,  Y.  W. 
C.  A.  group  leaders,  have  given  immeasurable  help.  The 
demand  is  for  more,  a  great  many  more,  leaders.  Will  we 
furnish  our  proportionate  share  in  this  field  to  our  Com- 
munity ?

PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

Activities  of  the  Junior  League  were  reported  in  both 
papers  this  year.  All  meetings  were  covered  in  full  and, 
in  addition,  a  number  of  special  articles  were  written. 

There  was  a  report  of  the  A.  J.  L.  A.  Board  meeting 
and  an  interview  with  Nancy  Martin  after  she  returned  to 
the  city.  The  Winston-Salem  Junior  League-sponsored 
story-telling  course  was  publicized  before  it  happened  and 
covered  after  it  began.  The  Twin-City  Sentinel  carried  a 
front-page  interview  with  Miss  Mary  Gould  Davis,  who 
conducted  the  course. 

The  visit  of  Mrs.  W.  Kenyon  Drake,  regional  director, 
was  reported  in  a  story,  picture,  and  interviews.  The  pro- 
visional course  was  outlined. 

We  hope  that  next  year  some  time  and  thought  will  be 
given  to  the  possibility  of  more  feature  stories  on  what  the 
local  League  is  doing  as  a  part  of  its  community  service.

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RADIO 

Late  in  1942  Gloria  Chandler  gave  her  Radio  Institute 
in  Winston-Salem.  Out  of  the  Institute  came  a  radio  com- 
mittee for  the  first  time  as  part  of  the  Winston-Salem 
Junior  League  organization.  A  radio  council  was  formed 
in  Winston-Salem^  bringing  to  light  that  there  was  interest 
in  using  radio  for  civic  enterprise.  It  came  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  radio  committee  that  Winston-Salem  needed 
first  of  all  to  become  educated  to  radio  and  its  many  as- 
pects of  community  service^  and  the  committee  further  de- 
cided that  the  Junior  League  would  be  making  a  great 
contribution  to  civic  enterprise  by  sponsoring  a  profes- 
sional radio  consultant. 

Before  this  recommendation  was  submitted  to  the 
League,  a  survey  was  made  by  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee to  find  out  if  the  community  organizations  of  Win- 
ston-Salem were  interested  in  learning  and  using  radio 
through  a  professional  radio  consultant  as  a  means  of  ed- 
ucating the  public  to  their  specific  services.  Organizations 
such  as  the  Community  Council,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Y.  W.  C.  A., 
Scouts,  Public  Health  and  Recreation  departments  were 
contacted,  and  in  every  instance  we  met  great  enthusiasm, 
and  promises  of  cooperation.  The  report  of  this  survey 
was  made  at  the  June  meeting  last  year,  and  Miss  Jose- 
phine Nigli,  playwright  and  instructor  of  radio  at  Chapel 
Hill,  was  recommended  as  consultant,  but  later  proved 
unable  to  accept.  The  radio  committee  asked  that  the 
Junior  League  sponsor  a  program  of  radio  education  in 
Winston-Salem  by  the  employment  of  a  consultant,  and  it 
was  voted  to  appropriate  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  to 
this  community  project — the  vote  was  70-3. 

We  contacted  Gloria  Chandler  to  find  the  right  radio 
consultant  for  us  and  she  secured  Charlotte  Demorest 
whose  successful  work  has  already  spoken  for  her  excellent 
qualifications. 

After  discussing  plans  with  Tom  Carroll,  then  the  execu- 
tive secretary  of  the  Community  Council,  it  seemed  wisest 
for  full  organization  co-operation,  to  place  the  new  radio 
plan  under  the  direction  of  the  Community  Council,  and 
in  October  the  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  was  given 
to  the  Council. 
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Charlotte  Demorest  came  to  Winston-Salem  the  first  of 
November  and  began  extensive  plans  for  sound  organiza- 
tion. By  the  end  of  December  1943^  the  radio  plan  had 
become  so  Iiiglily  organized  and  was  operating  with  such 
success  that  it  seemed  impossible  to  ''reap  the  richest 
rewards'*  from  Charlotte  Demorest's  guidance  and  planned 
work  without  an  extension  of  time  beyond  nine  months  as 
was  originally  planned;  and  so  at  a  special  meeting  in 
January^  Miss  Demorest  made  a  full  report  on  the  organi" 
zation  and  work  planned  for  the  future  of  the  Community 
Radio  Plan.  In  her  report  she  called  attention  to  the 
national  publicity  which  the  radio  experiment  was  creat- 
ing. After  the  report^  the  radio  committee  of  the  Junior 
League  submitted  to  the  League  the  request  for  twenty- 
five  hundred  dollars  ($2^500)  in  additional  funds  to  con- 
tinue the  planned  radio  program  through  December  the 
thirty-first,  1944.  The  vote  accepting  the  request  was 
unanimous. 

The  work  has  gone  forward  and  has  proved  successful 
in  every  respect.  Our  greatest  triumph  to  date  is^  of  course, 
the  coast-to-coast  NBC  broadcast  from  WSJS  of  the 
"Here's  to  Youth''  program.  The  Radio  Plan  promoted  the 
NBC  series  of  **Here's  to  Youth"  programs  from  the 
initial  broadcast  and  it  was  through  this  promotion  that 
Winston-Salem  was  chosen  as  one  of  five  cities  from  which 
to  originate  the  special  follow  up  series. 

Active  and  sustaining  League  members  who  have  taken 
active  parts  in  the  Community  Radio  Plan  are:  Mrs. 
Agnew  H.  Bahnson,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Heartt  Bryant,  Mrs.  Irv- 
ing Carlyle,  Miss  Diana  Dyer,  Miss  Elizabeth  Dyer,  Mrs. 
Edward  M.  Holder,  and  Mrs.  Bruce  Williams. 

The  work  of  the  radio  plan  has  had  far-reaching  in- 
fluence throughout  the  community.  Between  forty  and  fifty 
community  organizations  have  given  the  support  to  dif- 
ferent phases  of  work.  A  hundred  and  ten  people  have 
taken  active  parts  as  members  of  committees.  There  were 
two  hundred  and  eighty-nine  applications  for  membership 
to  the  radio  workshop,  and  ninety-six  of  the  two  hundred 
and  eighty-nine  are  now  fully  qualified  members  of  the 
workshop. 

In  closing  the  annual  report  of  the  radio  committee,  I 
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should  like  to  say  that  without  the  guiding  influence  of 
Mrs.  Irving  Carlyle  the  entire  radio  plan  would  have  been 
impossible.

THRIFT  SHOP 

The  annual  report  for  the  Thrift  Shop  from  April  1, 
1943  to  April  1,  1944  covers  several  important  phases. 
First:  the  entire  renovation  and  remodeling  of  the  shop, 
which  stimulated  the  interest  of  the  Junior  League  mem- 
bers, the  volunteer  workers,  the  customers,  and  the  com- 
munity^ at  large.  We  were  able  to  secure  at  no  extra  cost 
the  use  of  an  adjoining  empty  building  for  storage  space. 

In  spite  of  the  increase  in  operating  expenses,  the 
salary,  sales  tax,  etc.,  the  shop  realized  a  total  net  profit 
of  $2,306.75.  This,  however,  was  not  gained  entirely  from 
the  members'  quota,  for  we  solicited  rummage  from  Salem 
Academy  and  College,  purchased  stock  from  local  mer- 
chants, and  made  sales  of  $816.70  on  commission  basis.  Our 
very  efficient  manager^  Mrs.  A.  C.  Perry,  has  handled  all 
commissioned  stocks  and  as  the  above  figure  shows,  has 
been  most  successful  in  this — ^which'  we  believe,  has  not 
only  increased  our  profits  but  has  brought  us  new  and  va- 
ried customers,  as  well  as  improving  the  general  appear- 
ance of  the  stock. 

Our  publicity  in  the  local  papers  and  also  in  the  Junior 
League  News  Sheet  has  been  exceptionally  good,  and  has 
proved  a  great  help  to  the  shop. 

During  the  provisional  training  course  the  chairman 
met  all  provisionals  at  the  shop,  explaining  its  complete 
set-up  and  operation.  Afterwards,  the  entire  committee 
entertained  the  provisionals  at  tea. 

The  following  contributions  should  prove  our  worth  to 
the  community:  Over  $40  in  clothing  to  the  Greek  War 
Relief  Fund,  clothing  to  Salvation  Army  and  Good  Will 
Industries,  cooperation  with  and  contributions  to  the  Red 
Cross,  books  for  the  Baptist  Hospital  Bookmobile,  and 
several  individual  gifts  of  clothing  to  needy  people. 

The  Thrift  Shop  committee  has  met  regularly  and  the 
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members  have  worked  unceasingly  for  the  improvement 
and  betterment  of  the  shop.  The  committee  had  hoped  to 
hold  a  fashion  show  for  League  members^  with  various 
members  modeling  Thrift  Shop  merchandise.  We  have  been 
unable  to  do  this,  because  of  the  lack  of  time  at  the  meet- 
ings^ but  we  feel  it  would  be  a  great  help  to  the  members 
as  to  what  kind  of  rummage  sells  best  and  what  we  need 
most. 

Our  biggest  problem  during  the  year  has  been  a  lack  of 
volunteer  helpers^  in  most  cases  because  of  circumstances 
beyond  their  control.  Under  consideration  at  this  time  is 
the  employment  of  a  part  time  helper  for  Mrs.  Perry, 
because  with  the  steady  increase  in  sales,  the  handling  of 
commission  stock,  and  the  hope  of  enlarging  the  shop  at  a 
future  date,  it  will  be  necessary  to  the  success  of  the 
establishment. 

Every  active  member  of  the  League  paid  her  quota  in 


The  Thrift  Shop  Committee  is  deeply  grateful  to  each 
member  of  the  League  for  her  interest,  cooperation  and 
loyal  support,  and  especially  to  those  volunteer  workers 
who  have  so  faithfully  given  their  time  and  efforts  in 
serving  the  shop.  To  Mrs.  Perry  we  also  say  Congratu- 
lations for  the  most  successful  year  the  Thrift  Shop  has 
ever  known.''

Mary  Frances  Ivey,  Senior 
WAVES  officers  for  North  Carolina,  spoke  to  20  League 
members  at  a  tea  given  by  Mrs.  R.  J.  Reynolds,  chairman 
of  the  civilian  WAVE  recruiting  committee. 

We  were  asked  to  furnish  50  girls  for  a  dance  for  a 
group  of  officers  coming  up  from  Fort  Bragg.  We  did 
as  requested,  but  the  dance  was  called  off  since  the  officers 
were  quarantined  with  measles. 

Several  members  have  helped  with  the  emergency  work 
at  the  Rationing  Board.  Four  work  regularly  with  the 
Price  Panel  on  Price  checks. 

Five  sustaining  members  have  worked  in  the  U.  S.  O. 
center  in  the  Bus  Station  throughout  the  year.  We  also 
helped  staff  the  Soldiers  Recreation  Center. 

A  Day  Room  at  Fort  Bragg  was  furnished  by  the 
League.  Chairs,  sofas,  lamps,  victrola,  and  a  pool  table 
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were  donated  by  members.  Cash  donations  bought  a  linol- 
eum rug  and  smoking  stands. 

We  have  helped  on  all  Bond,  Red  Cross,  and  War  Fund 
drives  which  included  soliciting  and  manning  booths. 

Stamps  and  Bonds  are  available  for  sale  at  every  Junior 
League  meeting. 

Our  telephone  chairman.  Miss  Jane  Taylor,  has  been  un- 
tiring and  has  done  a  grand  job.

3.  Securing  of  a  fiscal  agent. 

4.  Further  investigation  of  the  possibilities  of  a 
space  to  be  used  for  Junior  League  files  and  rsc- 
ords  and  possibly  some  meetings. 

B  The  Thrift  Shop  increased  their  budget  for  1944-45. 
This  year  they  were  able  to  give  their  $500.00  to 
the  budget  plus  an  additional  $1,000.00. 
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C  The  Beauty  Parlor  increased  their  budget  for  1944- 
45.  This  year  they  were  able  to  giv<s  their  $1^400.00 
to  the  budget,  also  they  invested  an  additional 
$1,000.00  in  bonds  to  be  used  for  replacing  equip- 
ment when  it  is  possible  to  secure  the  replacements 
that  will  be  necessary.

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CONSTITUTION 

of  the 

Junior  League  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C. 


ARTICLE  I— NAME 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Junior  League  of 
Winston-Salem,  Incorporated. 


ARTICLE  II— OBJECT  AND  POLICIES 

Object :  The  object  of  this  League  shall  be  to  foster  interest 
among  its  members  in  the  social,  economic,  educational,  cultural  and 
civic  conditions  of  the  community  and  to  make  efficient  their  vol- 
unteer service. 

Policies :  The  policies  of  this  League  shall  be  in  harmony  with 
the  policies  of  the  Association  of  the  Junior  Leagues  of  America, 
Incorporated. 

ARTICLE  III— ME3IBER SHIP 
Section  1.    Classes  ot  Membership. 

The  membership  of  this  League  shall  consist  of  young  women 
who  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Association.  The 
classes  of  membership  shall  be  Provisional,  Active,  Sustaining,  Non- 
Resident. 

A.  Provisional  Membership 

Provisional  members  are  those  who  are  engaged  in  comply- 
ing with  the  requirements  for  admission  to  Active  member- 
ship and  are  not  eligible  ,to  vote  or  hold  office.  Provisional 
members  shall  be  required  to  complete  a  provisional  mem- 
ber's course  and  a  period  of  volunteer  service  satisfactory  to 
the  Placement  Committee  within  twelve  months  after  their 
election  to  provisional  membership.  An  extension  of  time 
may  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  in  the  case  of 
provisionals  who  for  unavoidable  reasons  are  unable  to  com- 
plete the  course.  Provisionals  who  have  completed  these  re- 
quirements are  admitted  to  active  membership  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Those  members  fail- 
ing to  meet  the  provisional  requirements  shall  be  dropped 
from  membership  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors and  may  not  come  up  again  for  membership  within 
two  years. 

B.  Active  Membership 

Active  members  are  those  who  have  completed  the  require- 
ments for  Provisional  Members  and  have  been  admitted  to 
Active  membership.  They  may  not  be  over  forty  years  of 
age,  with  the  exception  of  Board  members  completing  their 
term  of  office.  They  may  hold  office  and  vote.  They  shall 
justify  their  membership  through  some  form  of  community 
service  satisfactory  (in  quality  and  amount)  to  the  Place- 
ment Committee. 

C.  Sustaining  Membership 

Sus.taining  members  are  those  who  have  reached  the  age  lim- 
it for  Active  membership.  They  may  not  vote  or  hold  office. 

D.  Non-Resident  Membership 

Active  and  Sustaining  members  in  good  standing  are  en- 
titled to  Non-Resident  membership  which  is  open  to  those 
living  outside  the  county  of  Forsyth,  North  Carolina.  They 
may  not  vote  or  hold  office. 
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Section  2.    Admission  to  Membership 

A.  Eligibility 

Proposed  members  shall  be  between  twenty  and  thirty-three 
years  of  age,  shall  have  completed  their  schooling,  and  shall 
have  been  residents  of  Winston-Salem  or  its  vicinity  at  least 
one  year.  Before  accepting  the  invitation  to  membership, 
they  shall  agree  to  engage  in  community  service  in  connec- 
tion with  the  program  of  the  League. 

B.  Proposed  for  Membership 

Each  candidate  shall  be  proposed  by  one  member  and  sec- 
onded by  two  members  on  a  form  provided  for  the  purpose. 
Active  and  Sustaining  members  may  propose  one  candidate 
and  second  oi)e  caudidjite  during  ;i  given  year,  but  no  mem- 
ber of  the  Membership  Committee  nor  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors may  propose  or  second  a  candidate.  No  member  may 
propose  a  relative.  Applications  for  membership  shall  be 
received  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee  by 
July  1. 

C.  Election  to  Membership 

The  number  of  Provisional  members  admitted  each  year  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Directors  after  first  advising 
with  the  Membership  Committee  and  Placement  Committee. 
This  action  shall  be  taken  prior  to  the  annual  election  of 
Provisional  members.  New  members  shall  be  elected  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  names  of 
the  newly  elected  members  shall  be  announced  at  the  October 
meeting  of  the  League, 

Section  3.    Changes  in  Membership 

Applications  for  change  to  another  class  of  membership  shall  be 
made  in  writing  to  the  Recording  Secretary  and  will  be  acted  upon 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  time  during  the  year. 
Inter-Iicague  Membership 

A  member  of  any  League  who  is  subject  to  constant  change  of 
residence  may  have  an  Inter-League  Card  and  shall  be  listed  as  a 
member  of  the  League  issuing  the  card. 
Transfer  of  Members 

Only  Provisional,  Active,  Sustaining,  and  Non- Resident  members 
in  good  standing  may  have  the  privilege  of  transferring  membership 
to  another  League.  The  right  of  transfer  granted  in  tthis  section  need 
not  extend  to  a  person  who  has  lived  for  some  time  in  Winston- 
Salem  without  being  a  member  of  this  League,  a  person  who  has 
been  refused  membership  or  who  has  been  dropped  or  expelled  from 
membership  by  this  League.  Transferred  Provisional  members  shall 
take  the  additional  training  required  by  Leagues  to  which  they 
transfer.  The  Board  of  Directors  is  not  required  to  accept  transfers 
which  exceed  twenty-five  per  cent  of  all  admissions  to  membership 
in  any  one  year. 

Section  4.    Resigfnations,  Dropped  Members,  Re-instatements 

A.  Resig^nations 

Any  member  of  the  League  who  is  not  in  arrears  in  dues  or 
in  the  performance  of  League  duties  may  resign.  Resigna- 
tions shall  be  made  in  w^riting  to  the  Recording  Secretary 
of  the  League  at  least  two  weeks  before  dues  become  pay- 
able; otherwise  members  shall  be  liable  for  dues  for  the 
coming  year. 

B.  Dropped  Members 

Members  may  be  dropped  from  the  League  for  cause  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

C.  Re-instatements 

Members  who  have  resigned  while  in  good  standing  may  be 
re-instated  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
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tors,  upon  paying  a  sum  determined  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 


ARTICLE  IV— OFFICERS 

Section  1.  Personnel 

The  officers  of  this  League  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer. 

Section  2.  Nomination 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  a  slate  of  one  candi- 
date for  each  office  to  be  filled.  The  slate  shall  be  sent  by  the  Re- 
cording Secretary  to  each  voting  member  of  the  League  at  least  two 
weeks  before  the  election  meeting. 

Independent  nominations  may  be  made  in  writing  by  five  Ac- 
tive members  of  the  League.  They  shall  be  received  by  the  Record- 
ing Secretary  at  least  two  days  prior  to  the  election  meeting  and 
shall  be  announced  with  the  Nominating  Committee's  slate. 

Section  3.  Elections 

Officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  March  meeting  of  the 
League  for  a  term  of  one  year.  They  shall  assume  their  duties  im- 
mediately after  the  May  meeting. 

Section  4.  Duties 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  as  follows : 

A.  President 

The  President  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  League,  Board 
of  Directors  and  Executive  Committee;  shall  appoint  the 
Membership  Chairman  and  personnel  of  committees,  not  oth- 
erwise provided  for  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  committees 
except  the  Nominating  Committee.  She  shall,  with  the  Treas- 
urer, sign  all  contracts  and  obligations  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  pertaining 
to  the  office. 

B.  Vice-President 

The  Vice-President  shall  assist  the  President  and  perform 
the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

C.  Recording:  Secretary 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  meet- 
ings of  the  League,  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  She  'shall  keep  a  correct,  classified  list  of 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  members  and  shall  maintain 
a  file  of  essential  records  which  shall  be  transferred  to  her 
successor  at  the  close  of  her  term  of  office.  She  shall,  with 
the  Corresponding  Secretary,  compile  the  annual  reports  and 
edit  the  year  book. 

D.  Corresponding:  Secretary 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  general  cor- 
respondence of  the  League.  She  shall  assist  the  Recording 
Secretary  in  compiling  the  annual  reports  and  editing  the 
year  book. 
B.  Treasurer 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  funds  of  the 
League;  shall  collect  all  dues  and  assessments  and  receive 
all  monies  except  for  those  activities  which  have  their  own 
treasurer  or  other  person  specifically  appointed  to  handle 
finances.  Such  persons  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Treasurer.  She  shall  make  payments  in  accordance  with  the 
budget  on  written  authorization  of  the  President;  expenses 
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not  provided  for  in  the  budget  shall  be  incurred  and  paid 
only  upon  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
She  shall  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  and  shall  present 
financial  statements  at  regular  meetings  of  the  League  and 
Board ;  she  shall  turn  over  to  her  successor  all  books  and 
financial  records  and  shall  take  a  listed  receipt  therefor. 

ARTICI.E  V— BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 
Section  1.  Personnel 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  officers  and  the 
chairmen  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee  each  year.  Chair- 
men are  appointed  by  the  President  with  the  approval  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee. 

Section  2.    Term  of  Office 

Officers  are  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year;  chairmen  appointed 
for  a  term  of  one  year.  No  officer  or  chairman  shall  hold  the  same 
office  for  more  than  two  terms  in  succession. 

Section  3.    Duties  and  Powers 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  general  charge  and  control 
of  the  affairs,  program,  funds  and  property  of  the  League.  It  shall 
be  the  final  arbiter  in  matters  of  interpretation  of  these  By-Laws. 

Section  4.  Vacancies 

Vacancies  among  the  officers  shall  be  filled  by  election  by  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Vacancies  among  the  chairmen  shall  be  filled 
by  the  President  w^ith  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  un- 
til the  expiration  of  (the  term  of  office. 

Section  5.  Meetingrs 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  regular  monthly  meetings 
from  October  through  June.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  tjtie 
President  and  must  be  called  upon  the  written  request  of  three 
members  of  the  Board. 

Section  6.    Executive  Committee 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  the  offi- 
cers, which  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  be- 
tween meetings.  The  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  ratification  at  its  next 
meeting. 

Section  7.  Quorums 

Eight  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  three  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  respectively. 

ARTICLE  VI— COMIVUTTEES 

There  shall  be  the  following  Committees  who  shall  present  plans 
for  work  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  No  work  shall  be  undertaken 
without  the  Board's  approval. 
A.  Membership  Committee 

The  Membership  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  seven  mem- 
bers selected  by  ballot  of  the  voting  members  at  the  April 
meeting  from  a  list  of  twenty  Active  and  Sustaining  mem- 
bers, who  have  lived  in  Winston- Salem  five  years  or  more, 
submitted  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  No  member  may 
serve  on  the  Membership  Committee  more  than  two  years  in 
succession.  If  such  a  person  should  be  elected,  the  Member- 
ship Chairman  shall  have  the  power  to  pass  on  to  the  name 
receiving  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  in  filling  the 
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Committee. 

The  Committee  shall  meet  regularly  from  July  to  October  to 
consider  and  discuss  the  applications  for  provisional  mem- 
bership and  the  names  of  other  possible  candidates.  At  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  list  of  those 
names  recommended  by  the  Membership  Committee  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Board. 

B.  Placement  Committee 

The  Placement  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Placement 
Chairman,  the  Education  Chairman  and  the  chairmen  of 
groups  of  volunteers  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee 
each  year.  The  function  of  the  Placement  Committee  shall 
be  to  plan  and  supervise  the  volunteer  service  program  of 
the  League. 

C.  Education  Committee 

The  Education  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Education 
Chairman,  the  Placement  Chairman,  the  chairmen  of  groups 
of  volunteers  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee  each 
year,  and/or  other  persons.  The  duties  of  the  Education 
Committee  shall  be  to  plan  and  supervise  the  educational 
program  of  the  League. 

D.  Nominating:  Committee 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  mem- 
bers, two  appointed  by  the  President  and  three  elected  by 
the  League  at  the  April  meeting,  and  the  Placement  Chair- 
man ex-officio.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  elect  its 
own  chairman.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  serve  for 
one  year,  and  shall  submit  nominations  for  officers,  the  Mem- 
bership Committee  and  delegates  to  the  annual  conference. 

E.  Public  Relations  Committee 

The  Public  Relations  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Public 
Relations  Chairman,  News  Sheet  Editor,  Magazine  Chairman, 
other  chairmen  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee  each 
year  and/or  other  persons.  The  duties  of  the  Public  Rela- 
tions Committee  shall  be  to  plan  and  supervise  the  publicity 
of  the  League.  No  member  of  the  League  shall  give  out  to 
the  press  any  news  item  or  information  concerning  the 
League  without  the  approval  of  the  Public  Relations  Chair- 
man. 

F.  News  Sheet  Committee 

The  News  Sheet  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  News  Sheet 
Editor,  as  Chairman,  and  such  assistants  as  she  may  require. 
The  duties  of  the  News  Sheet  Committee  are  to  edit  and 
publish  the  News  Sheet. 

G.  Ways  and  Means  Committee 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Treas- 
urer, as  Chairman,  the  Public  Relations  Chairman,  the  Place- 
ment Chairman  and  the  Chairman  of  any  money-raising  ac- 
tivities ex.uer  temporary  or  permanent.  The  duties  of  this 
Committee  shall  be  to  supervise  and  plan  for  the  financing 
of  the  League's  administrative  and  community  program  and 
to  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  in  that  regard ;  to 
compile  the  budget  for  presentation  to  the  Board  and  to  the 
League. 

H.  Special  Committees 

Special  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  which  shall  Gesig- 
nate  their  powers  and  the  term  of  the  committee's  appoint- 
ment. 

ABTICI.E  VII— MEETINGS  OF  THE  I.EAGUE 
Annnal  Meeting: 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  League  shall  be  held  in  May  for  the 
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purpose  of  receiving  the  annual  reports  and  of  installing  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year. 
Begrular  and  Special  Meetings 

Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  from  October  through  May,  the 
March  meeting  being  designated  for  the  election  of  officers.  Other 
meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
or  upon  written  request  of  ten  members  of  the  League. 
Quorum 

A  quorum  of  the  League  shall  consist  of  one-third  of  the  vot- 
ing members. 

ABTICM  VIII— FINANCIAI.  ABRANGE3IENTS 
Section  1.    Fiscal  Year,  Audit  and  Bonding 

The  fiscal  year  shall  be  from  April  1  to  March  31. 

All  League  books  shall  be  audited  at  least  annually  by  a  certi- 
fied public  accountant. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  in  the  amount  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.    Membership  Dues 

All  classes  of  membership  shall  pay  annual  dues  of  $8.00  which 
shall  include  the  Association  dues  of  $4.00,  part  of  which  covers  the 
subscription  to  the  Junior  League  Magazine.  Provisional  members 
shall  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  $10.00. 

A.  Payment 

Dues  shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  fiscal  year.  The 
Treasurer  shall  send  notices  to  each  member  on  April  1. 
Members  whose  dues  are  not  paid  by  June  1  will  be  notified 
by  card  by  the  Treasurer.  Members  whose  dues  are  not  paid 
by  October  1  will  be  notified  by  telephone.  Members  whose 
dues  are  not  paid  by  November  1  will  be  dropped. 
Provisional  members  shall  be  liable  for  the  initiation  fee 
immediately  upon  acceptance  of  the  invitation  to  provisional 
membership. 

B.  Befunds 

Refunds  of  dues  w^ill  not  be  made  to  members  resigning 
during  the  fiscal  year. 

Refunds  will  not  be  made  to  provisionals  failing  to  meet  the 
requirements. 

C.  A.  J.  Jj.  A.  Indebtedness 

Members  delinquent  in  paying  this  indebtedness  to  the  A.  J. 
L.  A.  shall  be  considered  in  arrears  in  their  dues  to  this 
League. 

Section  3.    Association  Dues 

The  Treasurer  of  the  League  shall  pay  yearly  per  capita  dues 
for  all  classes  of  membership  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association. 


ABTICL.E  IX— DELEGATES  TO  ASSOCIATION  CONFEBENCES 

Delegates  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be 
Active  members  elected  by  the  League. 

Delegates  to  special  meetings  or  conferences  shall  be  Active 
members  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ABTICLE  X— AMEND3IENTS  AND  BULES  OF  OBDEB 

The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  and  voting  at  any  meeting  of  the  League,  provided  the 
proposed  amendment  has  been  mailed  to  each  voting  member  at 
least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  the  meeting;  or  provided  the 
proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  over  the  signature 
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of  five  Active  members  at  least  one  meeting  prior  to  that  at  which 
action  is  taken,  and  due  notice  of  such  meeting  or  action  is  given 
the  membership. 

Roberts  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  the  parliamentary  authority 
for  all  matters  of  procedure  not  specifically  covered  by  the  By-Laws 
or  by  special  rules  of  procedure  adopted  by  the  League. 

ADDENDA 

Policies  and  procedures  which  have  been  voted  by  the  Leagues 
in  Association  Annual  Meetings  are  binding  on  all  Leagues  and 
League  members.  They  shall  be  printed  as  addenda  to  our  By-Laws 
in  the  year  book.  For  lack  of  space  they  are  here  omitted.  See  Page 
102-105  in  Junior  League  Handbook  for  information. 


STANDING  RULES 

1,  Administrative 

A.  Meetings 

A  meeting  of  the  Junior  League  of  Winston-Salem  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  the  following  months:  April, 
November,  December,  January,  February  and  March.  The 
annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  May,  the  date  to  be  deter- 
mined each  year  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  October 
meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  that  month. 
No  notice  shall  be  given  except  through  the  newspaper. 

B.  Expenses  of  Delegates 

The  full  expenses  of  delegates  to  conferences  and  the  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  paid  by  the  League. 

C.  Thrift  Shop  Quota 

Any  Junior  League  member,  other  than  Non-Resident  mem- 
bers, shall  be  required  to  pay  annually  on  April  1  in  cash 
to  the  Thrift  Shop  any  amount  not  otherwise  contributed  in 
rummage  to  complete  her  Thrift  Shop  quota. 

2.  Departmental 

A.  Membership  Committee 

This  shall  be  a  secret  committee. 

The  Membership  Chairman  shall  be  responsible  for  counting 
the  ballots  for  membership  committee  and  calling  all  meet- 
ings. 

No  member  may  serve  on  the  Membership  Committee  for 
more  than  two  years  in  succession.  In  case  a  member  has 
served  for  two  successive  years  and  is  again  elected,  the 
Membership  Chairman  shall  call  upon  the  person  receiving 
the  next  highest  vote  to  serve  instead.  In  case  of  a  tie,  the 
six  members  and  the  Membership  Chairman  shall  have  the 
power  to  determine  by  a  majority  vote  the  seventh  member 
of  the  committee. 

Relatives  (mothers,  sisters,  sisters-in-law,  first  cousins)  of 
candidates  for  provisional  membership  may  not  serve  on  the 
Membership  Committee.  If  such  a  person  is  elected,  she  shall 
be  replaced  by  the  person  receiving  the  next  highest  num- 
ber of  votes. 

The  Membership  Committee  shall  acquaint  themselves  con- 
cerning the  individual  candidates  and  shall  be  responsible 
for  finding  out  their  qualifications.  After  thorough  discus- 
sion, a  vote  by  secret  ballot  shall  be  taken.  Five  affirmative 
votes  of  the  Membership  Committee  are  necessary  for  elec- 
tion by  this  Committee. 

At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  held  one 
week  at  least  before  the  regular  meeting,  the  Membership 
Chairman  shall  submit  the  list  of  candidates  elected  by  the 
Membership  Committee.  The  Board  shall  vote  by  secret  bal- 
lot on  the  list.  To  be  elected  to  Provisional  membership  a 
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candidate  must  receive  a  three-fourtlis  majority  vote  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Invitations  shall  be  mailed  immediately 
to  those  elected,  and  the  names  of  those  who  accept  shall 
be  announced  by  the  Membership  Chairman  at  the  October 
meeting. 

B.  Provisional  Training  Course 

Punctual  attendance  by  the  Provisional  members  upon  all 
lectures  planned  for  the  Training  Course  is  compulsory. 
A  written  notice  of  the  dates  and  hour  for  all  lectures  must 
accompany  each  letter  of  invitation  to  provisional  members. 
No  further  notice  need  be  given  unless  there  is  a  change  of 
date  or  hour  for  any  lecture. 

All  explanations  for  absence  from  any  lecture  must  be  sent 
in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  If  an  excused  absence 
is  granted  by  the  Board  the  actual  time  of  the  lecture  not 
attended  must  be  made  up,  and  notes  of  lectures  not  attend- 
ed must  be  secured  for  study.  If  the  absence  is  not  excused, 
the  entire  course  and  examination  must  be  taken  over  the 
following  year. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  pass  upon  the  record  of  each 
Provisional  member  and  shall  determine  whetlxer  or  not  said 
Provisional  has  satisfactorily  performed  the  requirements 
laid  down  by  it. 

C.  Duties  of  Committee  Chairmen 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  committee  chairman  to  create 
and /or  maintain  a  manual  for  her  committee  which  outlines 
the  methods  and  procedures  by  which  the  committee  fulfills 
the  function  and  duties  assigned  to  it  by  the  By-Laws  or  by 
the  motion  or  executive  order  which  creates  the  committee. 
Such  methods  and  procedures  are  subject  to  change,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  committee,  provided  they  do  not  conflict 
with  the  By-Laws,  or  with  any  Standing  Rules  adopted  by 
the  League  or  the  Board  of  Directors.
